IBS Twelfth Annual Meeting 


MINUTES 


The 12th annual Winter Meeting of 
1.B.S. was called to order by President 
Robert White on November 8, 1980, at 
the Billy Budd Inn, York, Penna., at 9:30 
A.M. He noted that the necessary 
quorum was present, and that a majority 
of the club directors were also present, 
making the ensuing meeting legal. Ex- 
ecutive board members present were: 
Bob, Gary Ocock, Charlie Fountaine, 
and John Moulthrop. Club directors pre- 
sent were: Wally Hart, proxy for 
Stonewall Rifle & Pistol Club, Howard 
Levy for Englishtown, Charlie Fountaine 
for Dunham’s Bay, Hank Gonnella for 
Camillus, Lloyd Richards for South 
Creek, Bob Hart for Council Cup, Bill 
Goodberlet for Pine Tree, Randy Fritz for 
Mainville, Bob White proxy for Prairie 
Dog Target Club, Charles Pardoe for 
Sulphur Springs, Lou Ressler for 
|.W.L.A., Jim Borden for Factoryville and 
Paul Olewine for Central Penn. Unrepre- 
sented were: Southern New England 
BRS, & Fairfax. 

Welcoming remarks and announce- 
ments were made by Bob. P.J. Hart made 
a motion to skip morning break and all 
were in favor. A moment of silence was 
observed for deceased colleagues and 
ground rules for the meeting were men- 
tioned. Mike Walker was appointed and 
served as parliamentarian. Minutes from 
the last Winter Meeting were approved. 

There was a lively discussion about 
membership voting at this meeting. This 
gave reason to question the intent of a 
motion made at last years meeting, leav- 
ing doubt in the minds of some who were 
not there as to what would be voted on 
by members at this years meeting. It 
would seem that clarification of this is 
needed. Agenda item No. 13 of 1979 
passed at 1979 meeting allowed for vot- 
ing on all items except conduct of a 


match. However, this was not fully 
spelled out in later reports. A committee 
of Mike Walker and Charles Fountaine 
was named to clarify the rule. An un-offi- 
cial meeting of the board of directors 
was held to decide what items will be 
voted on by members. It was decided 
that Agenda items 4, 12, and 15 would be 
voted on by Directors only, with mem- 
bership being allowed to fully discuss 
them openly before the vote. 

Treasurers report was given by John 
Moulthrop. This year was a little better, 
as expenses were less than last year. 
Bob noted that in article 19, section 3, of 
the rule book, an audit was required. 
Volunteers were Woody Cahall and Kay 
Hart. They will complete the audit some- 
time during the course of the weekend 
and report back. 

Reports from standing committees 
were heard next. 

Heavy Bench Committee: No report 

Varmint Committee: No report. 

Hunter Rifle Committee: Report pre- 
pared by Randy Fritz and read by Bob 
White as follows: Consider inserting the 
following into the Hunter Class rules: 
“All registered |.B.S. Hunter Shoots, in- 
cluding championships, will be used as 
a basis for competition classification’. 
Classification is defined as follows: 
“The top score fired in hunter competi- 
tion for the day, at 100, 200, or 300 yards, 
will constitute the high master 
classification: 5 points below this top 
score shall be the high hunter score for 
that day; 10 points below the hunter 
score will constitute the high marksman 
score for that day. “‘In case of a cham- 
pionship shoot which consists of one 
day of one yardage and a second day of 
another yardage of competition, the ag- 
gragate will determine the award 
classes. The high score in the aggregate 
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competition will be the high master 
classification, 10 points below this top 
score shall be the high hunter score; 20 
points below the hunter score will be the 
marksman high score. This will be sub- 
mitted as a motion on Agenda item No. 
ae 

Nominating Committee: Milan 
Skodacek, chairman, reported it was 
hard to find anyone to run for office. 
Ballot to appear in December issue of 
P.S. with two candidates for each office 
is as follows: 

President: Bob White and Jim Borden 

ist. V.P.: Joe Higgins and Mike Car- 
rera 

2nd. V.P.: Brian Rubright and Woody 
Cahall 

There was a long discussion about by- 
laws requiring that names be published 
for three months before balloting. 
Agreement that this had been violated. 
Executive board was polled, members 
voted informally on what to do. Thirteen 
voted to wait three months, twenty voted 
to let it go this time, but to adhere to it 
faithfully in the future. 

Bob White asked for permission to 
publish ballot in December PS maga- 
zine, and publish information in January 
and February editions, with ballots to be 
counted end of February: officers to take 
office on March 1st., with present of- 
ficers to remain in until then. A Show of 
hands voted unanimously to accept this. 

Recording Secretary: Evelyn Richards 
reported at the end of October there 
were 1036 members including 171 new 
members. There are now a total of 41 life 
members. There was a loss of 287 mem- 
berships for the year. 

There was a discussion of existance of 
a contract between |.B.S. and PS, but 
nothing certain could be reported. It was 
suggested that the executive board 
should check into this. Doc Garcelon 
gave an informal report on status of PS. 
Ritchie Moorehead has resigned and the 
board has talked to several potential edi- 
tors, including Rick Hornbeck and 
Charlie Fountaine, both of whom were 
too busy to take it on. Cast Bullet Asso- 
ciation and Single Shot Association 
were both interested in using PS. Maga- 
zine will continue, Doc assured us, even 
though it is about $7000.00 in debt. 

Measurement Committee: Lloyd 
Richards reported several records were 
broken more than once, and a new list 
will be available the first of the year. 

Awards Committee: Gary Ocock re- 
ported that he was finishing his report as 
fast as possible, and will publish when 
ready. All patches, plaques, and plates 
have been awarded. 

International Committee: Rick was not 
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present to give his report, but later sent 
names of members representing the 
committee: Lt. Col. Rick Hornbeck, 
USAF (RET): Chairman, IBS, Ron 
Marsden, SSAA: Wayne Tubman, CBRS: 
Alberto Midili, AITBR; Peter Hammerich, 
DBRV (West Germany); George Cun- 
nington, FBR (France); and Peter Wm. 
Taylor, BBSA (England) 

Cooling off Committee: inactive — 
was dissolved last year. 

Powder Puff Committee: Mickey Hart 
reported everything was going well, and 
there is enough money for a powder puff 
relay next summer. 

Old business was called for, and there 
was none. No new business was dis- 
cussed. 

Bob suggested to adjourn member- 
ship meeting: Marion Sipfle motioned 
and Hank Gonnella seconded. All in 
favor. ;

SHOP CLUTTER 


by Seely Masker 


Barrel Fitting 

My barrel fitting techniques are 
different from most of the articles I’ve 
read on the subject, (| do remember one 
| think by Fred Huntington, long time 
back). 

| expect that not everyone will agree 
with my methods, but they do work for 
me. 

But, let’s hold up a minute. We don’t 
want the ‘‘Cart before the Horse.” What 
about the action? Let’s assume that it’s a 
Rem. Is receiver face and bolt face 
square? Are locking lugs in full contact? 
Firing pin protrusion o.k. — .058 to .060? 
Receiver threads clean? 

Well, let’s not trust to luck and check 
everything out. 

| first clean up the receiver threads 
with a 1 1/16” 16 tap. This removes any 
burrs and uniforms the thread. This is 
especially important with new actions as 
they come from Rem. Most (if not all) of 
their barrels are put on with loc-tite. | 
don’t know if this is done to make up for 
loose threads or if Rem. is worried that 
some superman is going to turn the bar- 
rels off by hand? | have had to apply heat 
to some to break the Loc-tite. 

Next the receiver is mounted on a 
mandrel between centers on the lathe 
and a light cut taken on the receiver face 
— just enough to clean up square. 

| then use a piloted lap set up in the 
drill press, (lap should be copper or 
aluminum), and with 320 grit grinding 
compound lap the recoil shoulder till it is 
bright all around. It is necessary to 
reface the lap 2 to 4 times during this 
operation. 

Now a gig is set up in the handle end

of the bolt, and the bolt chucked in the 
lathe and bolt indicated to run true. Then 
the gig is turned for an appropriate col- 
let and can be set up between the collet 
and live center. 

The bolt nose is then turned true along 
with front and rear of locking lugs, again 
light cuts just enough to clean up. At this 
point the steady rest is set up on the bolt, 
the tail stock backed off and the bolt 
refaced, just enough to clean up. 

Lastly the lugs are lapped in. | use a 
short piece of barrel with a piece of 
teflon rod (a wood dowell will do) in the 
chamber to bear against the bolt face, 
regulating the pressure by turning the 
piece of barrel in or out. | use 400 to 500 
compound for this. Since recoil shoulder 
and bolt lugs were both turned and lap- 
ped square, very little lapping will pro- 
duce 100% contact. 

Now | am ready to fit the barrel, after 
taking all headspace, thread tennon, 
counter bore diameter and depth 
measurements. 

| do all filing and barrel polishing in a 
heavy duty wood lathe. Avoids getting 
machine lathe fouled with filings and 
grit. 

| am now ready to set the barrel up in 
the lathe for fitting and here’s where 
things are a bit different again. Rather 
than setting up between centers, | set 
barrels up through the head stock spin- 
dle, centering both ends with the use of 
2’’ long plug gauges, which | have 
graduated in .0005 (1/2 thousandths) 
increments. 

The very first thing | made for my lathe 
was an adjustment collar for the left end 
of the spindle making it possible to 
center the barrel both ends, the breech 
end is centered in same manner in the 
chuck which has 4 point adjustment. | 
accept as max. T.I.R. .0003 (3 ten thou- 
sandths) both ends. 

| can now cut the threads, the counter 
bore, and chamber without any further 
set up. 

In chambering, | guide the reamer with 
the tail stock center and hold the reamer 
by hand with a “‘T” handle. This way | 
know exactly what the reamer is doing, 
when it starts to cut the throat then the 
neck and then the shoulder, and | can 
feel any loading up of the reamer. 

Probably the most important requisite 
of a good chamber is a good reamer. 
Some are not capable of good work. A 
good reamer must have removeable 
pilots. | use Francis, J.C.S., and Elliot 


reamers, and have aselection of pilots in 
.0005 (1/2 thousandths) increments. The 
pilot should be as close to bore diameter 
as possible but with no chance of bind- 
ing. 

| also use piloted drills for roughing 
out the chamber. 

A good reamer costs more but pays off 
in the long run. One of my Francis 
reamers has around 300 chambers to its 
credit including dies that | cut with the 
same reamer and it is still cutting 
beautiful chambers. 

Getting back to the final cutting of the 
chamber, at the end go slow a little bit 
can be too damned much. By close at- 
tention to head space figures and fre- 
quent use of the ‘“‘go”’ gauge and check- 
ing with the depth mike | can wind up 
right on. | like a slight feel on the go 
gauge. This way chambers will be the 
same. | once chambered three barrels 
and was able to fire the same case in 
each barrel. It still chambered normally 
in first barrel. 

| like .003 to .004 between front of bolt 
and bottom of counterbore and .005 to 
.008 clearence on sides thats .005 to .008 
over bolt nose diameter. Now that the 
barrel is fitted it still has to be crowned, 
so | take it out of the head stock and turn 
it end for end and again center both 
ends as explained before, again with a 
maximum run out of .0003. This is impor- 
tant as | use the 11° crown and any 
amount of run out will cause an uneven 
crown. The crown should be cut with a 
radius point tool honed razor sharp for a 
clean smooth cut. 

The barrel is now installed on the ac- 
tion and checked again for head space 
and test fired one round. 

| believe writing this took nearly as 
long as it would to do the job. 

| would like to add a few thoughts. 
Just because a receiver looks as though 
it had been faced, it still better be 
checked. Had one in a sleeved job that 
was so far off the barrel only touched 
about 1/4 of the ring. | had to bake it 
loose in the oven and reface. 

I’ve had some Benchrest jobs come in 
that were as bad as .018 over on 
headspace and that’s bad with the 
PPC’s. The cases were getting belts at 
the base because they projected too far 
out of the chamber. There is only one 
way to get proper headspace and that is 
with headspace gauges. 

| didn’t think this was going to drag on 
so long. 

| hope it has been informative. | know 
there will be some who disagree but will 
welcome all comments Pro and con.

Just completed reading my present 
Prec. Shoot. The dearth of “‘How to”’ has 
been one of the biggest complaints of 
mine in late Issues. Main reason some of 
us took up B.R. Shooting is the number 
of experiments encouraged by our mem- 
bers. 

Would take issue with you on the 
Chamber bit though, 

S.A.A.M.I. set up case and chamber 
drawings in 1919 | believe to stop one of 
the things you are encouraging — case 
— the AMMO COMPANIES CASES. 

The Late Red Elliott had a sheet he 
sent around to us when we got our wild 
measurements. It pointed out. . . FEW 
CASES ARE truely ROUND. If you 
BLUED A CASE and rubbed it on a 
TRUE SURFACE, you would find it was 
crooked and uneven. Angles are a 
seldom thing. To take a case or group of 
them and use them to draw up measure- 
ments will in NO WAY insure that the 
NEXT LOT OF BRASS WILL BE USA- 
BLE. 

Red’s Reamers were made circle 
ground to .001 over S.A.A.M.I. Chamber 
Measurement. Circle ground with a 80 
Grit wheel. Backed off with 80 grit. Relief 
minor was 100 Grit leaving a land of less 
than .015. This was stoned in a jig so 
Reamer AT MOST was over .001, with 
stoning removing wheel marks it was 
VERY CLOSE TO S.A.A.M.I. Min. Doubt 
if any Maker Past or PRESENT would 
TRUELY CLAIM HE MADE A BETTER 
REAMER THAN RED. 

| remember the first cases to hit the 
Pacific Coast in 225 Win. The area .2” 
ahead of the Bolt face was .417. We were 
happy as all get out as the Advantages of 
the 700 Action were beginning to 
become apparent and many of my peo- 
ple were of the opinion that a Donaldson 
had an edge over the .222 when shot in 
the wind. | made up 3 Don Rifles using 
the 225 Brass and when the fellows tried 
to size the Cases -in second lot- they

found the Cases were then FULL .422”. | 
had to make them .225’s and that case 
NEVER DID become popular as a Bench 
Rest Rifle. 

Mike, when one has Brass that is 
loose in the head area, take some 
Scotch Tape 1/2” long and cut it into 
strips ABOUT 1/16” wide. Stick this in 3 
or 4 evenly divided places around the 
case and the case will expand evenly on 
firing. 

Let’s chamber ALL cases to a STEEL 
gauge. They are not that expensive and 
properly fitting to a Steel Gauge one can 
have 10 Rifles of the SAME caliber in use 
at the same time, and they will ALL en- 
terchange BRASS. Using brass cases as 
gauges one will soon find his Chambers 
are varying. In ‘63 Pindel hung a record 
using Ammo loaded by Cline Deere for 
Cline’s Rifle — Ferris got talking and 
forgot to load. The case was .308 too. 

Wonder about that 6 degree taper for 
Leed. My .222 Rem. Reamer — listed by 
Red as “*.222 Rem. Match”’ as ordered by 
Mike Walker is .251 Neck Dia. and is 003 
included taper close as | can figure. | got 
this one sometime in ‘57 | believe. Inci- 


dently, | took my wife and kids to LA, 
left them at Disneyland and went over 
and spent the afternoon with Elliott at 
Ramona. It was the first I'd seen his shop 
and first time I’d seen an OPTIMUM set 
of .222 R. reamers. Red knowing a fellow 
with a wife and 3 kids on vacation would 
not have much spare money told me, “‘if 
you want a set take them, you can pay 
me later.’’ | took them and all the way 
home | castigated myself. You’re NUTS, 
who will want a monstrocity like that. We 
have the Donaldson and the 22-250. No 
one will want a case LIMITED to one ac- 
tion. 

Man. | wish ALL my chambering 
reamers paid off like those. 

Think you should have specified the 
bullet seat just ahead of the case should 
be .2245-.2240 A .2240 reamer will cut a 
diameter that will closely hold a .224 
bullet, this will also follow in 6MM- 
.2430-3 and .308 works well with .3080 or 
.3085. 

Immediately in front of case we should 
allow .020 as if the chamber and case

are SAME LENGTH there is no place for 
brass to grow. 

When someone comes in with a com- 
plaint on his brass | immediately look at 
the length of his cases. Have found more 
trouble with lengthening than with brass 
getting thick. 

On case NECKS. . . one should give 
specifications with .0005 Taper in the 
NECK as IF the reamer is made parallel 
the front cutting edge cuts SLIGHTLY 
Fat (sets up a Burr) and will mark the 
chamber neck when it cuts or is with- 
drawn. .0005 leaves everything NICE 
and SMOOTH. 

Been wondering, On my Military Rifle 
Shooters, If one had about 6-700 Actions 
Nitrided giving about .003-006 Case. 
Even though one would have a .0005 or 
so white powder surface wouldn't the 
receiver work more smoothly? We are 
losing a number of sales due to the ac- 
tions out of New Haven made from 4150 
and hardened to HRS 45-50. | got one 
that was HRC-50 on receiver ring 
HRC-29 side rail in front of rear bridge. 
That 50 worried me its too close to 
Spring Temper. The makers would not 
comment on it at all, as it was a Pre-64 
Receiver. Took it to the local Jr College, 
and instructor told me, ‘‘Yes its HRC-50” 

Today in most cities we have Treat 
Houses that are well equipped, the peo- 
ple are well trained. We are away from 
the old hand operated bellows with 
Charcoal Forge. Let’s use this new 
equipment IF WE CAN SHOW AN AD- 
VANTAGE.

by INCTM offers Security from Thieves 


Dear George: 

Thanks for your comments on the 
chamber piece. | understand yours and 
Red Elliott’s point of view. 

Since | was the first Chairman of the 
S.A.A.M.|. firearms committee to estab- 
lish chamber and cartridge dimensions 
for A.M.S.|. approval some time ago | 
should agree with you. Nevertheless the 
majority of shooters, at least here in the 
east, are going away from S.A.A.M.I. 
dimensions due to the large actual 
difference between max cases and min 
chambers. 

| also agree that Elliott made better 
reamers than anyone from the stand- 
point of dimensions, and reamer life. 
However all the Gunsmiths | know here 
used them until they were well under. 
S.A.A.M.I. dimension by stoning as 
needed to produce good chambers. 

S.A.A.M.|. recommends .254” min. for 
neck diameter on .222. Do you want that 
dimension on your .222 necks? Case life 
under normal conditions using dies 
from the reloading tool makers would be 
very short. 

| would definitely recommend against 


‘surface hardness additions to any action 


steel with carbon content higher than 
.020%. 4140 or 4150 would become ex- 
tremely notch sensitive with any kind of 
a case. Stress cracks would become a 
real danger on any inside corner. 

Re 50 is close to max hardness for 
safety with rifle actions. | like Re 45 max 
better. However, from my experience the 
Re 50 actions seem to work out O.K. | 
have not heard of one giving up which 
could be blamed on the extra hardness. 
Just keep bolt lugs and cams well lubri- 
cated preferably with a graphite base 
lube and surface hardness will not be 
needed.

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Dear Mr. Walker, 

You may remember me if | mention 
that | probably asked you more ques- 
tions at ‘‘Benchrest 80” than all the rest 
of the students combined. | was 
especially interested in the 6mm 120 
grain bullet you showed me that you 
were developing for silhouette shooting. 

| am trying to interest the Army in the 
idea of utilizing bench rest accuracy 
techniques to build a 1/2 minute of angle 
accuracy sniper rifle for anti-terrorist 
use. 

As you pointed out to me last summer, 
rifles with lighter recoil are easier to 
shoot accurately even by such ex- 
perienced riflemen as yourself but no 
one makes a bullet of good ballistic 
coefficient in the smaller calibers. 

It seems to me if the potential for gain 
were great enough, some enterprising 
bullet maker might find a way to make a 
.22 cal. bullet weighing 100 grains and 
having the shape of the Hornady 162 
grain 7 mm match boat tail HP with a 
ballistic coefficient of over .700. 

It would be necessary to start such a 
bullet at only 2800 ft/sec for it to retain 
2200 ft/sec at 500 yards — along with 
1000 ft. Ibs. of energy. It just might knock 
down the 500 yard silhouette targets 
pretty well. 

If one is able to obtain a match quality 
100 grain .22 with a .700 ballistic coeffi- 
cient and cut down on the bearing sur- 
face, either using the 2 step design you 
showed me in your 6 mm or by making 
the ogive long and thin as in the Hor- 
nady 7 mm, what case do you think 
would give the best accuracy while driv- 
ing it at 2800 ft/sec? | was thinking of 
possibly a necked down .243 
Winchester, 6 mm Remington, or blown- 
out sharp shouldered .22-250 — but I’m 
way over my head with these specula- 
tions. Do you think a1 in 9 twist would 
stabilize it? 

Looking at the wind drift tables, | was 
amazed to find that the 70 grain bullet in 
6 mm (ballistic coefficient .304) used by 
most of the bench rest competitors is 
blown 2.18 inches at 200 yds. by amere 5 
mph. wind but that a bullet with a 
ballistic coefficient of .654 is blown only 
.96 inches by the same wind — both at 
2900 ft/sec muzzle velocity. 

This increased wind bucking ability 
would be a tremendous advantage for 
sniping where the users might not be ex- 
perienced wind dopers. 

| would also suspect that if such a 
cartridge can be developed, it might 
become rather popular as a 300 meter 
free rifle, bench rest, and maybe even 
100 yd and silhouette round. 

| will be retiring from the military next

summer, don’t plan to practice surgery 
full time, and would like to devote a fair 
amount of my time to accuracy experi- 
mentation and bench rest Shooting. 
“Benchrest 80” was very helpful — the 
chance to talk to men such as yourself 
was great — but | find my continuing 
education somewhat difficult. Hope you 
don’t mind my writing and would greatly 
appreciate any comments you might 
have.

Dear Col. Fackler: 

As you probably realized when you 
wrote, | am intrigued by your idea. 
Please excuse the long hand, | am in 
Florida and the typewriter is in N.Y. | 
believe the 22-250 case would do it as is. 
The 6 mm International gave 3200 with a 
90 grain bullet. 

It is most unlikely that one would be 
able to obtain either bullet or jackets to 
start with. For this reason plans for 
drawing jackets down from other cali- 
bers would need to be made. Bullet dies 
would also be required. Jerry Hart would 
make the barrels if we bought the but- 
ton. The rifling buttons are probably over 
$100 now. Roschach would make the 
dies if we gave him a design. All we 
need is money. 

The one in nine twist might do it but 
this would need to be checked on the 
twist charts. These are in N.Y. also. We 
expect to return to Mohawk in April. 

Benchrest ‘81 will probably be at 
Johnstown N.Y. at the varmint cham- 
pionships the middle of August. Do you 
plan to be there? 

Incidentally | ran into lots of Metal 
fouling with the 6mm long bullet. It does 
knock over the sheep at 500 meters but 
the accuracy will not hold for a full 
match. Getting the fouling out without 
lapping takes several days of soaking 
with Hoppes and brushing. The fault 
may be partially in the barrel as it was 
made by cutting on a Pratt and Whitney 
as one of a kind. 

| would be glad to help write your idea 
if you decide to go ahead. | might even 
do it if you don’t.

Comments on the .30 x 47 


Dear Doc, 


In the ongoing saga of the resurrected 
30 x 47 (which gives every appearance of 
having the gestation period of an 
elephant), I’ve just received a rather in- 
teresting letter from Stu Harvey (whose 
address is 4881 East Acampo Road, 
Acampo, California 95220). I’ve received 
a decent-sized amount of mail on this 
subject lately, and Stu seems to have 
something to contribute to ‘the good of 
the order’, so I’m passing along some of 
the comments of a fellow who says that 
he doesn’t like to write ..... but 
sends a five page letter. 

Stu started his letter by jumping up 
and down on my prostrate body for a few 
paragraphs in reference to my printed 
comments on the history of the NBRSA- 
IBS split. Those comments, while sin- 
cere and appreciated by me in that spirit, 
will not be reproduced here, because it 
is in the best interests of all concerned 
that in the light of recent developments, 
we put history behind us, and instead 
look to the future, which appears to be 
getting brighter for the common good of 
both organizations, and that’s a 
development that was a while in coming, 
but if you look closely, you can see the 
sun breaking through the clouds. So, 
past history, as seen from either side of 
the coin is dead and buried, with a 
wooden stake through its heart, dead as 
the proverbial dodo as far as any discus- 
sion from this source is concerned. The 
wooden stake was improvised from an 
old laminated stock that never really did 
stabilize, and I’m glad to have finally 
found a use for the darn thing. That out 
of the way, back to Stu Harvey’s com- 
ments on the 30x 47....... 

“By the way, | have a lot of 30 x 47 ex- 
perience, and all the tooling, reamers, 
etc. | have experimented with and have 
shot in NBRSA matches: .17 caliber, .22 
caliber, .24 caliber, and the 30 x 47. Yes, 
| said .17 caliber! In fact, | have some .17 
caliber rifles which really do shoot, in 
the .200 group size range! 


| worked on the 30 x 47 many years 
ago, about when Jim Stekl was on the 
project, in fact | had reamers ordered 
from Keith Francis when | learned what 
Jim was doing. 

My version is a tight match grade .30 x 
47 with a .335 neck diameter. This was 
made special with the case length .125 
less than .300 Savage for all the right 
reasons, keeping a 35 degree shoulder. 

By the way, it does work! | have both a 
big gun based on an 18 inch Weber ac- 
tion (a classic action!) and also a 
sleeved 721 Remington action, Hart bar- 
rel heavy varmint class made at least 
eight years ago. 

| only shot 167 or 168 grain boat-tail 
bullets | made in Pindell dies, but | do 
believe the 147-150 grain is the right 
direction, and if | had the jackets, | might 
try them. | know Bob Cauterucio (of GTB 
bullets) and might try to get some of his 
jackets or bullets and try again! 

| also made the sizing and seating 
dies. Used a Wilson seater die and short- 
ened and rechambered the die to my 30 
x 47. | made seating dies that are really 
precision, with a sleding sizing bushing, 
precision alignment type, with a stain- 
less steel hand fitted plug for sizing 
£8 dots Like you, | am a believer in the 
.30 x 47; | remember that you wrote 
about it many years ago. 

If Al Angerman or yourself want this 
kind of work done, | would suggest that 
it can be done through Lee Six of Six En- 
terprises (6564 Hidden Creek Drive, San 
Jose, California 95120). In case you 
don’t know, Lee makes what most of the 
far West shooters feel is one of the finest 
fiberglass stocks and finished rifles 
made. | have at least five of his stocks, 
and one of them set an existing record 
with one light varmint 200 yard group of

Muddlin’

If you read our last article — Ram- 
blings — then let us merely explain at 
the start that Muddlin’ is sort of like 
Rambling, but is considerably less 
organized. Now that we have made the 
difference clear, let us speak of many 
things, in no certain order, which is not 
unknown forme........ 

First of all, the .30 x .47 bullet situa- 
tion. Spoke to Bob Cauterucio of GTB 
bullets this evening. He’s got two sets of 
bullet dies on order, one from Bob 
Simonson, and one from Don 
Rorschach, both of which are supposed 
to arrive in his shop in early April. He is 
tentatively planning on two bullets, 135 
grain and 147 grain, both flat base, 
hollow points. For those of us who date 
back aways in this silly past-time, Bob 

: bought out the entire supply of Kenru 
bullet jackets when they discontinued 
operations around 1969. He is very 
enthused about the quality of the 
jackets; he tells me that after checking a 
bunch of them, none has run out over 
three-tenths, and they check out better 
than any bunch of 6MM jackets he has 
ever seen. When last seen, Cauterucio 
was quoting obscure facts about a 150 
grain .30 caliber bullet at 2800 feet per 
second having the same wind deflection 
as a 168 grain bullet at 2500 feet per sec- 
ond, which sort of indicates that he is 
becoming caught up in the madness. 

Want something a little different 

. . something old, something new? 
Seely Masker has the reamer for an up- 
dated .219 Donaldson Wasp, based on 
the .225 Winchester case, which saves 
all the grief of making cases from 30-30 
brass, turning off the rim, etc., etc. He 
also has a similar case, based on the 
same .225 brass, for six millimeter. Seely 
can be reached at 261 Washington 
Avenue, Pleasantville, New York 10570. 
Only one word of caution; if you are 
going to his shop, get your directions 
from someone other than Seely. If you 
insist on following his instructions, bring 
your birth certificate, as you will need it 
when you pass through Canadian or 
Mexican customs. Other than that minor 
failing, Seely does excellent bench-rest 
work, and a rifle from his shop can be 
depended upon to be competitive in any 
company. 
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Is inflation of the dollar causing a 
price rise in bench-rest shooting? Does 
a brown bear live in the woods? The 
catalog from Bob Pease Accuracy (you 
are hopeless if you don’t have one) for 
1981 shows a factory list price for a 
Remington 40X-BR to be $759.95 (Bob 
discounts them, but that’s outside our 
comparison). The 1980 Pease catalog 
shows them at list price of $669.95, and 
the 1979 Pease catalog at $529.50. If you 
want to be technical, that’s a 43 percent 
rise in two years. Betcha your paycheck 
hasn’t gone up that much in two years, 
unless you married the owner’s ugly 
daughter. Understand please that this is 
in no way a slap at Remington, who 
probably has been the only factory- 
friend the bench-rest shooters ever had 

. it's merely recounted to show 
what hellish inflation exists out there. 
Point this out to your wife the next time 
she objects to your latest rifle purchase 
(we just presume that you have the 
brains to tell her about it afterwards, not 
before the purchase). With the prices the 
way they are, the news of a new rifle 
purchase should be broken gently to 
your spouse, preferably in the best 
restaurant in town, by candlelight, with a 
superior bottle of wine, and a violin play- 
er at the table, if at all possible. The cost 
of all this regretably raises the rifle cost 
even further. 

Three major development trends in 
bench-rest shooting of the last five 
years: 1. The demise of external-adjust- 
ment scopes in the varmint classes; 2. 
The tremendous increase in higher 
power scopes (to 30X and 36X); and 3. 
Neck-turning of cases. In 1970, if you 
shot a 30 power scope, you were 
regarded as being one who did not deal 
from a full deck, or who didn’t have both 
oars in the water. People who you didn’t 
know from Adam would come up to you, 
and say, ‘‘Son, all you’re doing with that 
30 power scope is increasing the 
mirage’. Now everyone is doing it, and 
where did all the critics go? As far as 
neck-turning goes, about once a year 
Mike Walker would explain how to do it 
on a lathe, in Precision Shooting. It 
sounded sort of complicated, and the 
idea of a lathe in the family den probably 
was a bit much to explain to an other- 


wise tolerant wife, even with TWO violin 
players at the table. But along came the 
hand-held neck-turners, and today if you 
are not turning your case necks, you are 
regarded as a barbarian, or a functional 
illiterate, or both. Progress. ...... 

Back to the subject of inflation. Had a 
pleasant phone conversation with 
James Goergen, the noted arms dealer 
of Austin, Minnesota recently. If you 
subscribe to Shotgun News, you are used 
to his two and four page advertisements, 
which make the most interesting reading 
in that publication. Asked him what fire- 
arms were likely to appreciate in value to 
a good degree in the next few years. 
Jim’s answer, ‘‘Fine shotguns, from the 
best makers, which have been selling at 
lower prices because of damascus bar- 
rels or external hammers, are under- 
priced, and due to rise. Winchester may 
or may not go out of the firearms busi- 
ness in the next year or two. If they do go 
out of business, look for a real rise in 
Winchester prices. . . . the best way to 
sell your product is to go out of busi- 
ness. | rather like their little lever-action 
.22 (the Model 9422) for price apprecia- 
tion. Fine American single shots 
(Ballard, Stevens, Hepburns) are still un- 
derpriced. Also the better grade German 
Schutzen rifles, usually in 8.14 x 46R 
caliber are rising nicely. The custom- 
barrel single shots (Pope, Schoeyen, 
Petersen, Zischang) will continue to ap- 
preciate, but only if there is good writing 
on them in current firearms publications. 
No writing, interest wanes’’. Sound 
familiar? If there is no good writing on a 
subject, it dies a peaceful death, period. 
That includes benchrest shooting. 

In the February issue, Doc Garcelon 
made comment about the fact that the 
hard-cover book, The Ultimate In Rifle 
Precision, which had previously been put 
out annually, and edited by the late 
Townsend Whelan, had stopped with 
about five issues published. If IBS and 
NBRSA are indeed entering upon a new 
era of cooperation — as ‘“‘involved 
bodies” it may make this feasible once 
again. The cost of a limited edition hard 
cover may be too much today, but how 
about something like a one-hundred 
page issue of Precision Shooting, with 
about 20-25 pages devoted to IBS 
shoots, 20-25 pages devoted to NBRSA 
shots, and 50-60 pages devoted to in- 
structional articles, history of the sport, 
interviews with leading shooters, etc. 
Sort of a poor man’s version of The Ulti- 
mate In Rifle Precision, designed to sell 
somewhere in the $7.00-$8.00 range, 
and intended to be an annual thing. A 
big problem would be getting writers, 
but if enough interest were shown, | 
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think that we could bend enough arms. 
Would like to hear response on this, if 
enough like the idea, maybe we'll in- 
vestigate it further. 

Read any good books lately? The 
bench-rest world isn’t exactly over-run 
with good books (shame, shame), but let 
me make a few suggestions: Bob Pease 
Accuracy (Box 787, New Braunfels, 
Texas 78130, carries two good books: 
The Accurate Rifle, by Warren Page, at a 
price of $5.45, and The Bob Pease Collec- 
tion, at $4.95. Add postage to either 
price, and if you haven’t got Bob’s 
catalog, ask for it at the same time as 
you order. 

Next, | would suggest some books 
relative to the early days of rifle ac- 
curacy seekers. The book store to con- 
tact is Ray Riling Arms Book Company, 
6844 Gorsten Street, P.O. Box 18925, 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 19119. 
Prices shown here may be a bit out- 
dated, since my catalog is a year old, but 
they will be close. | recommend the 
following: 1. The Breech-Loading Single 
Shot Match Rifle — by Ned Roberts and 
Ken Waters ($25.00); 2. The Golden Age of 
Single-Shot Rifles, by James Edsall 
($2.75); 3. 100 Years of Shooters and Gun- 
makers of Single-Shot Rifles — by Gerald 
Kelver ($7.50); 4. Schuetzen Rifles, History 
and Loading — by Gerald Kelver ($5.00). 
Write to Riling for current prices and 
availability. 

You'll have to look around a bit for 
these, but | also suggest: any issue of 
The Ultimate In Rifle Precision, as edited 
by Townsend Whelan; The Story of 
Pope’s Barrels, by Ray Smith, Single-Shot 
Rifles, by James Grant, and More Single- 
Shot Rifles, by James Grant. The classic 
quotation from Townsend Whelan was 
“Only accurate rifles are interesting.”’ 
That also extends to rifle books... . 
only books about accurate rifles are in- 
teresting. 

The writer notes with interest a 
modest-sized block advertisement ap- 
pearing in recent issues of Precision 
Shooting, from M. Matteson of Cana- 
joharie, New York, advertising “rifles 
and actions based on W. Hauck’s pa- 
tent’. | can remember back down the 
road a piece, when Wilbur Hauck started 
producing his absolutely beautiful 
single-shot action, and complete var- 
mint rifles built around that action. There 
were two of them in Connecticut, and | 
remember a long ride one evening, just 
to SEE the wonder, and maybe even be 
allowed to hold it. This was after reading 
a fine article by Roger Barlow about the 
action (if you never saw one, the later 
Ruger No. 1 action looks very much 
alike; both obviously descended from 
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the English Farquarson action — in itself 
a beautiful piece). So the next day, | 
called Mr. Hauck, and in breathless 
tones related that money was no object, | 
had to have one of his rifles RIGHT NOW 
OR I’M GONNA LIE DOWN ON THE 
FLOOR AND DIE!! Mr. Hauck was ap- 
parently not too impressed with my 
rather youthful enthusiasm, as he kept 
saying over and over again that he was 
three years behind in his production, 
and there was accordingly a three year 
waiting period. | sulked for days over 
this set-back, and still think of it when 
I'm pondering my life’s great failures. 


Either I’ve become less emotional with 
increasing age, or firearms writers are 
not as inspirational as they used to be 
. . . . but it’s been many years since I’ve 
read a magazine article, picked up the 
phone, and said, ‘| GOTTA have one;

“extra” week out of their summer to help 
with the school. Last year Myles had to 
give up the Nationals at Camillus 
because he had taken a week earlier at 
the school. | feel this is more than even | 
would have been willing to do. No way 
could we expect ANYONE to have to 
make that choice. It’s typical of Myles to 
note that he didn’t lay any guilt trip on 
anyone last year — merely mentioned 
that he would like to help, but hated to 
miss the Nationals again. 

Allie brought up the idea, previously 
discussed as a possibility, of having the 
school at the Pine Tree Range the days 
prior to the Nationals this year, and look- 
ing into the possibility of making this a 
permanent feature of the Nationals. The 
format of the school would be changed a 
bit, stressing more actual coaching on 
the line in place of the classroom 
emphasis in the first two years. 
Hopefully, lectures from the other 
schools could be incorporated into a 
booklet that could be used by the stu- 
dents, with a full week to pursue 
answers to their questions while at the 
Nationals. As you can see, if we pursue 
this course, we will need quite a few 
coaches to assist on the firing line. 
Classroom courses will still be a part of 
the course, a very important part. We will 
need much help along this line also. 

My reason for writing to you is to ask if 
you would let me know if there is any 
way you could help with this.
